1. This application contains claims directed to the following patentably distinct 
species of the claimed invention: 

1 . Group I, drawn to sunglasses having a sound chip. 

2. Group II, drawn to sunglasses having an ear covering attached to the 

band. 

3. Group III, drawn to sunglasses having a headpiece securing to the band. 

4. Group IV, drawn to sunglasses having a band securing the frame by two 
securing pieces. 

5. Group V, drawn to sunglasses having a frame containing light. 

6. Group VI, drawn to sunglasses having a band comprising a mesh piece. 

7. Group VII, drawn to sunglasses having a band having a loop which fits 
over a pin which is attached to the frame; the loop and the pin comprising the securing 
piece. 

8. Group VIII, drawn to sunglasses having a frame and/or the band being 
able to glow in the dark. 

9. Group IX, drawn to sunglasses having the lenses being removable from 
the frames and interchanged with other lenses. 

Applicant is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 to elect a single disclosed species for 
prosecution on the merits to which the claims shall be restricted if no generic claim is 
finally held to be allowable.
